Primary elections give way 
to Meredith, Noel and Lee 


Possible ballot tampering delays results

After an hour delay and threats of 
ballot stuffing the winners of the 
BYUSA primary elections were 
announced Wednesday night. 
Dawnese Noel, Mike Lee, and Trip 
Meredith will be running in the 
final election. 

“The results were so close that we 
decided to allow three candidates 
to run in the final election,” said 
Kerry Hammock, assistant director 
of Student Leadership 
Development. 

Noel received 780 votes, with Lee 
following with 778 votes and 
Meredith receiving 768 votes. 
Clark Gilbert received 628 votes 
and Michael Johnson received 574 
votes. 

There were 228 disqualified bal- 
lots, including write-ins and mis- 
marked ballots, Hammock said. 

No comment was made on how 
many write-in votes Steve Turley 
received. 

The delay occurred after David 
Lucero, Student Leadership 
Development coordinator for 
BYUSA, and each of the five candi- 
dates received a letter saying that 
the ballot boxes had been stuffed. 

“About 8:00 or 8:30 p.m. we 
received six letters, one to each 
candidate, and one to the commit- 


tee saying that some students had 
tampered with the vote,” Hammock 
said. 

A copy of the letter was anony- 
mously left at the Daily Universe. 
The letter said that a second selec- 
tion committee had been formed 
and that its purpose mirrored that 
of the existing selection committee. 
It accused the original selection 
committee of selecting candidates 
arbitrarily and not having to “justi- 
fy its decisions.” 

The letter went on to detail this 
new committee’s plans to stuff the 
ballot boxes in favor of the candi- 
dates they selected and said that as 
proof they inserted “tag ballots” 
with “warning, vote has been 
stacked” written across the front of 
the ballot. 

The letter ended with the names 
of four students who were allegedly 
picked at random to represent this 
committee. 

“We had to decide what to do, and 
we decided to let the five candi- 
dates decide,” Hammock said. “We 
went into a room and looked at our 
options. The candidates decided 
they wanted the vote to stand as it 
was.” 

“The letter sounded like a threat 
rather than reality,” Gilbert said. 

“The letter was directed to all the 
candidates. They wanted to be the

Admission standards 
continue to tighten 
at Utah universities

Students who want to attend col- 
lege in Utah are finding it more 
difficult to gain higher education 
as the admission criteria for 
schools in Utah continue to tight- 
en. 

BYU only admits 68 percent of 
high school applicants, said Cecilia 
Fielding, the news editor for BYU 
publications. Fielding said that 
approximately 7,300 high school 
students apply to 
BYU every year 


but only 5,300 “\fore and more stu- 


are admitted.

Erlend Peterson, 
BYU director of 
admissions and 
records. For the 
1991 fall semes- 
ter the average 
grade point aver- 
age was 3.7 and 
the average ACT 
score was 26.7. 

“There are exceptions to this 
because we look at many areas,” 
Peterson said. 

The BYU campus extension in 
Salt Lake City has now raised the 
standards for admittance. 

“The Salt Lake campus now has 
the same standards. This just hap- 
pened recently. We’re full and 
overflowing. We had to tighten 
down,” Peterson said. 

“More and more students are 
going to community colleges 
because they do not meet the high 
criteria,” said Stayner Landward, 
the director of admissions for 
University of Utah. 

Landward said the University of 
Utah is now requiring more sci- 
ence, math and foreign language 


as requisites for entering the uni- 
versity. 

Even the community colleges are 
having problems accommodating 
all the students that want in, said 
Val Peterson, director of college 
relations at Utah Valley 
Community College. UVCC had 
the highest enrollment last spring 
with 10,084 students. 

“We’re not going to cap enroll- 
ment. We will still stay an open 
admissions school,” Peterson said. 

Peterson 
said that there is 
a natural weed- 
ing out process at 
UVCC. “We will 
not open more 
sections of class- 
es. Then if stu- 
dents can’t get 
the classes they 
need, most will 
decide not go to 
school that 
semester,” 
Peterson said. 

“There is 
higher criteria 
every year. 
Students must be 
able to handle the requirements of 
college,” Landward said. 

Peterson said Goy. Mike Leavitt 
is proposing that any public uni- 
versity in Utah can obtain $1.5 
million to help take in new stu- 
dents. This does not include BYU 
since it is a private institution. 

UVCC has looked into the possi- 
bility of adding more university 
centers to its campus. University 
centers bring professors from other 
universities to teach courses on the 
UVCC campus, thus allowing for 
greater enrollment. 

Weber State is currently the only 
university participating in the 
exchange at UVCC. A proposed 
$500,000 would bring other univer- 
sities and colleges to UVCC.

‘County OKs land purchase for new jail 


’ Efforts to build a new county jail moved forward Wednesday as the 
Utah County Commission approved the purchase of 60 acres of land to 
build the jail. 

The County Commission approved signing the contracts to finalize the 

purchase of the land which is north of the Spanish Fork airport. The 
county is paying $7,000 per acre for the land with an appraised value of 
“$8,000 per acre. The contracts call for the county to make a down pay- 
‘ment of $15,000 and the balance to be paid in one payment of $434,090 
before Dec. 15, 1993. 
' There was some concern about the county buying the land if taxpayers 
rejected issuing bonds to pay for construction of the jail. If that situation 
‘arose then the county would surplus land to cover the purchasing costs, 
‘said County Treasurer Leonard Ellis. The county needs the new jail to 
relieve overcrowding at the current jail. The jail is set up to accommo- 
‘date 135 inmates; Sunday afternoon 213 inmates were incarcerated. 

The jail advisory board is meeting at noon today to discuss issues sur- 
rounding the construction of the new jail. Facilities the jail needs, 
expected site preparation costs and details about the issuing of the bond 
‘will be discussed. 


AIDS-like disease is not a new Virus 


BOSTON — A mysterious outbreak of AIDS-like illness that created 
an uproar last summer probably has many different causes and almost 
certainly doesn’t result from a single new virus, studies conclude. 

The studies suggest that the disease is actually a mishmash of similar- 
looking ailments that have been around a long time and are not conta- 
gious. 

“We are keeping our minds open, but so far we have not found good evi- 
dence of a new infectious agent, either in the lab or the field,” said Dr. 
Scott D. Holmberg of the U.S. Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention, co-author of one of the studies. The illness came to light at 
July’s International Conference on AIDS in Amsterdam, where it was 
the No. 1 topic. Only 111 U.S. cases exist, and the disease, which was 
determined to have existed since 1983, is not contagious. 


Powell hopes for an early retirement 


WASHINGTON — Gen. Colin Powell said Wednesday he will com- 
plete his term as chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff if asked by 
President Clinton, but would prefer to leave a bit early. 

In a day of appearances on TV interview shows, Powell strongly disput- 
ed a New York Times report that his desire to retire early was reinforced 
by disagreements with Clinton over the new president’s policies on 
homosexuals and budget cuts. 

Powell, 55, is the nation’s highest ranking military officer as well as 
the chief military adviser to the president. He has held the job since Oct. 
1, 1989. “I am not unhappy, I am not disappointed, I am not crosswise 
with the administration,” he told CNN. 

Powell said he had wanted to quit “a month or so” before his term as 
Joint Chiefs chairman ends on Sept. 30 “in order to get my family reset- 
pete He said he had made his wish known privately before Clinton took 
office. 


Ford accounts for a $7.4 billion loss 


DEARBORN, Mich. — Ford Motor Co. lost a staggering $7.4 billion in 
1992, but one-time accounting charges were responsible for most of the 
loss in a year when the automaker otherwise regained its financial foot- 
ing. 

Ford’s annual loss became a U.S. corporate record Wednesday. General 
Motors Corp. is expected to set a new record loss when it reports 1992 
results today. 

Analysts expect GM to report losses of more than $23 billion, including 
$22.2 billion in retiree health care charges. 

“Many of the problems that affected Ford in 1992 are continuing into 
1993 — weak economies, intense competition and excess industry capaci- 
ty,” said Ford chairman Harold Poling. “However, the company’s cost- 
reduction efforts and recent product introductions ... provide the basis 
for continued,improyement in operating resultsin 1993.” ota 

Ford’s worldwide sales were $100.1 billion in 1992, up 8 pereent 
1991 sales of $88.2 billion.

According to the USS. 
Environmental Protection Agency, 
up to 110 million Americans 
breathe air that is unhealthy, and 
Utah Valley residents are no excep- 
tion. 

When an area is above acceptable 
federal levels it means there are 
large amounts of one or more of the 
six “criteria pollutants” designated 
by the EPA in the air. This desig- 
nates it as a nonattainment area, 
said Sandy Daw, public affairs offi- 
cer for the Division of Air Quality. 
Utah County is a nonattainment 
area. 

“It is of great importance to BYU 
students and Provo residents that 
they know Provo is in violation of 
the federal carbon monoxide stan- 
dards. Only cities such as Chicago, 
Los Angeles and New York usually 
fall into violations like these,” 
Steven Parkin, environmental 
health engineer said. 

“The Environmental Protection 
Agency has insisted that we come 
up with a plan to reduce this prob- 
lem within about two years, he 
said.” 

According to a Division of Air 
Quality report, the nonattainment 
status of Utah County is due to the 
high levels of carbon monoxide 
caused primarily by vehicles. The 
three primary pollutants vehicles 
emit are nitrogen oxide and hydro- 
carbons which make smog, and car- 
bon monoxide which attacks the 
cardiovascular system. 

“For every ten miles a person dri- 
ves, their vehicle emits about a 
pound of pollution. At low speeds or 
idling the emissions increase great- 
ly. For example, the average ten- 
minute idling at a fast food restau- 
rant, will produce about a quarter 
pound of pollution, the same 
weight as the hamburger the indi- 
vidual will be eating,” Parkin said. 

“We cannot blame Geneva Steel 
for the carbon monoxide problem, 
because the highest readings are 
along University Avenue. With a 
modest effort of just walking more, 
riding bikes and using public trans- 
portation we can significantly 
reduce the pollution in Utah 
Valley, instead of trying to always 
put the squeeze on the businesses 
in the area,” Parkin said. 

“Solving the urban ozone and car- 
bon monoxide problem will require 
us to change our driving habits,” 
said Lee Thomas, former EPA 
administrator. 

More than two-thirds of automo- 
bile trips are made with the driver 
as the sole occupant of the vehicle. 
The number of single occupant 
autos rises to 75 percent during 
peak driving hours. 

Emissions of carbon monoxide, 
which produces smog, is cut by 
more than 75 percent every time a 
commuter rides mass transit 
instead of driving, according to a 
report put out by Utah Transit 
Authority’s transit development 
committee.

of Utah had about 1,300,000 resi- 
dents, which own about 750,000 
passenger vehicles and make over 
3.5 million trips each day. Those 
trips involve 20 million vehicle 
miles of travel each day. 

Public transit accounts for just 
over 5 percent of the trips to work 
and less than 2 percent of all trips, 
according to a Division of Air 
Quality report. 

Population and economic growth 
are projected to increase the num- 
ber of cars on the roads by 74 per- 
cent by the year 2010. This will 
produce a projected 400 tons more 
carbon monoxide emissions if the 
current emission standards are not 
improved, according to the Division 
of Air Quality report. 

Another solution to reduce trans- 
portation-related: pollution is 
through the use of oxygenated 
fuels, which are gasolines blended 
with additives to increase the level 
of oxygen. The extra oxygen lowers 
carbon monoxide emissions by

As a result, insurance companies are 
looking into the effects of music therapy as a low-cost, 
health care treatment. 

“Hospitals are also experimenting with music thera- 
py and neurologists attest to the fact that music can 
give resiliency to the patient’s body and spirit, as well 
as helping them to heal faster,” Pratt said. 

Nearly 60 BYU students have volunteered to visit 
patients of the Utah Valley Regional Medical Center 
weekly and share their music with them, providing an 
“uplifting” experience and temporary release for 
patients, she said. 

“(Volunteers) have literally done this on a no-budget 
basis,” said Kristin Weber, Hospital Arts Director. 

Volunteers personalize their music abilities to 
patients’ musical desires, Pratt said. “They’ve done a 
wonderful job.”

The position of the Church as 
stated in 1909 and again in 1925 is, 
“The Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, basing its belief 
on divine revelation, ancient and 
modern, declares man to be the 
direct and lineal offspring of Deity 
... Man is the child of God, formed 
in the divine image and endowed 
with divine attributes.” 

Jeffrey said the first official posi- 
tion from the LDS Church on evo- 
lution came in 1909, which was the 
50-year anniversary for the publi- 
cation of “The Origin of Species” by 
Charles Darwin. 

B. H. Roberts, who was the senior 
president of the First Council of the 
Seventy, wrote a book in 1928 
titled “The Truth, the Way, the 
Life” under the direction of the 
First Presidency. But Roberts 
taught a version of evolution, 
Jeffrey said. 

In the book, Roberts argued that 
God had transplanted organisms 
from other planets from which var- 


g the.science fiction canygntion,. : 
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ious species evolved, that human- 
like individuals were on the earth 
before Adam, and that death exist- 
ed before Adam. Joseph Fielding 
Smith strongly opposed Roberts’ 
views. 

Roberts’ book was never pub- 
lished, but so much controversy 
surrounded the topic of evolution 
that the First Presidency 
addressed all of the General 
Authorities of the Church on the 
issue. 

“Upon the fundamental doctrines 
of the Church we are all agreed. 
Our mission is to bear the message 
of the restored gospel to the world. 
Leave geology, biology, archaeolo- 
gy, and anthropology, no one of 
which has to do with the salvation 
of the souls of mankind, to scientif- 
ic research, while we magnify our 
calling in the realm of the Church,” 
according to the statement by the 
First Presidency in 1931.

Society must find 
abortion solution 


Current debate about abortion tends to couch the discussion in terms of indi- 


-¢ , vidual rights — the woman’s right to control her bedy and the unborn child’s 


right to life. 

Unfortunately, this focus on individual rights tends to pit the interests of the 
mother against the interests of her own child. Normally the interests of parents 
and children tend to converge: parents grow and receive satisfaction from nur- 
turing their children, and children learn how to love and nurture others from 
their parents. 

Abortion narratives reveal that 
individual women experience consid- 
erable grief and pain when they 
make that difficult decision to abort; 
many women who carry an 
unplanned child to term also experi- 
ence considerable stress whether 
they keep the child or release her for 
adoption. While abortion is consid- 
ered a private matter, it cannot help 
but have public consequences. 

Abortion rights activists believe 
that the liberty to abort allows 
women to better control their lives, 
assuming that women may then give 
birth only to children they feel they 
can love and care for. Rather than 
encouraging such maternal love, 
however, the right to abort children 
who come inconveniently into our 
lives may reduce our capacity to love

those dependent upon us for care. 

Every human lifetime includes periods of dependency ranging from the unique 
dependency of the unborn child upon her mother, to the aged mother’s depen- 
dency upon her daughter’s care. Accident and illness may make any of us 
dependent upon others for the necessities of life, either temporarily or perma- 
nently. But that need for others — our interdependency — does not make us 
less human, or less worthy of the respect of others. In a humane society vulner- 
ability elicits compassion, not neglect, abuse, or the violence of abortion. 

Our task is not to choose sides in a fight for women or for children; our goal 
must be to help both women with problem pregnancies and the children they 
carry. Our present practice of aborting one-third of the children conceived each 
year manifests little concern for women, children, or men, Most abortions are 
performed on young, unmarried women who abort because the relationship 
which engendered the child is unstable, or the pregnancy would interfere with 
work or school. Many women would not abort if they received the emotional, 
financial and social support that would allow them to give birth. Responsibility 
to provide such support rests. not only with the father or the grandparents of 
the unborn child, but also with society at large. 

Recent studies on fathers of aborted children indicate that many men, also, 
suffer considerable anxiety, guilt and sorrow for the loss of the unborn. A few 
studies suggest that even young siblings find abortion troubling and detrimen- 
tal to strong familial bonds. 

If we want stronger, better relationships between women and men, parents 
and children, we will find alternatives to abortion we can all live with. We will 
support laws that encourage respect for human life — born and unborn. We 
will recognize our obligation to help, rather than judge, others. We will remem- 
ber that every life is important. Every one. 


Ashe exemplified 
focus and dignity 


Focus, hard work and dignity are the characteristics for which Arthur Ashe, 
the only black man to win both the Wimbledon championship and the U.S. 
Open, will be remembered. 

“From his very early youth, Arthur Ashe always kept his eye on the ball, not 
just on the tennis court but in every single aspect of his life,” said New York 
City Mayor David N. Dinkins, a close friend of Ashe. 

Indeed, Ashe was an example of these characteristics. Despite racial preju- 
dice, Ashe managed to move up through the tennis ranks. Once he hit the top, 
there was no fist-pumping, no complaining abut racism, no gloating. He was 
just Arthur Ashe, and he let his dignified, reserved personality do the talking 
for the causes he championed. 

When diagnosed with AIDS, which he contracted through a blood transfusion 
during heart bypass surgery in 1983, he wanted to keep the matter private. Not 
because of any shame or embarrassment, but because he wanted to spend his 
remaining days with his family. 

When it did become public because a newspaper found out about it, Ashe did 
not resort to lashing out at the media for invading his privacy. Instead, he 
focused his attentions on helping those with AIDS who were less fortunate than 
himself. Once again, he did it in a dignified manner — not complaining about 
lack of support or lashing out at the government for not taking a large enough 
role in his cause. He just did it because he knew he was in a position to help, 
and he did so. 

We can all learn a lesson from Arthur Ashe. To achieve one’s goals and main- 
tain respect at the same time, one must not only work hard and stay focused, 
but realize that one’s actions are watched by those around us and affect more 
than just oneself.

So which BYU basketball team 
will show up at Blaisdell Arena 
when the Cougars meet Hawaii 
tonight at 10:30 (the game will be 
broadcast live on KSL Channel 5)? 

Will it be the team that has lost 
four straight in Honolulu (where 
Roger Reid has never won as head 
coach)? The Rainbows have played 
the Cougars like Don Ho plays the 
ukulele, winning their last four 
meetings in the islands against 
BYU. They have a chance to go 
Hawaii Five-O against Reid at 
home. 

Or will it be the team that hasn’t 
lost a WAC road game since 
February 1992 (at New Mexico) 
and has won eight straight confer- 
ence games, including 10 of their 
last 11? 

BYU (10-1, 17-5) knows it can’t 
lose tonight against Hawaii (4-7, 8- 
11), or Saturday at San Diego State 
if it hopes to win the conference 
regular season championship. The 
Cougars are tied with Utah (10-1, 
17-3, ranked No. 14 in the country) 
for first place in the WAC. 

“We can’t afford to stumble on 
this road trip,” Reid said. “I’m 
happy to be where we are — in the 
middle of the race and we have a 
chance to win it.” 

For only the second time since 
1984, BYU will begin this Pacific 
road swing at Hawaii. The Cougars 
left for Hawaii Tuesday morning 
and will have two days to rest. 
Usually, they play the Aztecs 
Thursday, get on a plane Friday, 
schlep into the Aloha State and 
face the Bows late Saturday. 

“I like the idea of going to Hawaii 
first so that we can get acclimated,” 
Reid said. “I don’t know if it will 
make any difference in the out- 
come, but I’m happy about it.” 

Hawaii was not happy about the 
outcome in Provo Jan. 23, as the 
Cougars beat them in overtime 
despite 31 points by reserve guard 
Trevor Ruffin, who connected on 
five of seven 3-pointers. 

“We will try to do a better job on 
him (Ruffin),” Reid said. “But I 
think Hawaii is a well-rounded 
team and you can’t concentrate on 
just one of their players.

“By walking across the carpet, he 
might have grounded (a static elec-

The other possibility is a mechan- 
ical spark, which Steadman says is 
like a tool striking a metal pipe or 
metal surface.
